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hard-earned tax dollars with gay abandon? 
Even the election process cost about $200 
million—and don’t believe that s a necessary 
expense, especially since they only have to 
be held every five years.

In fact, it is the largest Liberal 
majority in many years. However, the voter 
tumout was the lowest in over 100 years— 
making the gay vote even more significant. 

Of course if you look south of the 
border, you can be thankful that we have a 
handful of parties to choose from and not just 
a split between two unimaginative 
candidates. At least with another Liberal 
government, human rights and homosexual 
rights will be protected from the hidden 
agenda of the Canadian Alliance Party. 

As we look forward to the holidays and 
the start of 2001, no matter what changes lie 
in store it will prove to be interesting. From 
everyone here at Outlooks, we wish you a 
Merry Christmas, a happy and prosperous 
New Year, and look forward to providing 
you with more issues in 2001.

Dear David, Roy, Doug, Bill et al., 


What a treat to have found Outlooks 
while hunkered down on the infamous 
“steps” at Church and Wellesley last week! 
Congratulations, and thank you to Outlooks 
for having printed (and without comment) 
Dr. Laura Schlessinger’s letter in the 
November issue. Here in the navel-of-the- 
universe (aka Toronto), the local gay rags 
declined to run the letter, although phone 
calls to their offices indicated that they had 
indeed received it. 

Dr. Laura has certainly had some 
misguided and hurtful things to say about 
gay and lesbian people. Like many in the 
GLBT2 community, I protested her being 
given a radio soapbox from which to 
expound her unhelpful opinions but, like 
many others who incur the wrath of our 
community, she has been somewhat 
misrepresented. I applaud both her 
initiative in contacting our media to make 
amends, and our media for allowing her to 
speak in her own defense. 

In her letter, Dr. Laura publicly asks 
our forgiveness for any hurt she has caused 
us, wittingly or unwittingly, by her words 
and by the way that they have been 
perceived. It takes a tremendously strong 
person to be humble enough to ask 
forgiveness. It takes an equally strong 
person to forgive. 

The consensus among my activist 
friends here in Toronto is, “Who cares if 
she apologizes? It’s too little too late.” 
These are many of the same people who 
have had no contact with their parents and 
families of origin for years because the 
family was unhappy with their sexual 
persuasion. It is never too late for someone 
to apologize, to have fresh insights, to seek 
to build bridges. The overture to make 
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amends becomes too little only when the 
victim refuses to forgive. 

If one doesn’t forgive, one can never 
heal, and if one doesn’t forgive, one will 
have a massive “‘s***list” to carry through 
life. Remember that forgiving doesn’t 
mean forgetting, only that both parties are 
committed to ensuring the same pain is not 
renewed. 

We need to remember, also, that Dr. 
Laura’s show is a call-in format, where 
listeners and callers actively solicit her 
opinion and her advice. Dr. Laura is 
correct in saying that she has been 
consistent in the advice she gives to 
GLBT2 people who contact her: that 
families must stick together and support 
each other. She has been adamant in her 
advice to parents that they must love and 
care for their children, even if they find 
their children’s lives and _ loves 
incomprehensible. I do not fault her for her 
opinions, only for her intransigence. As I 
forgive her the hurt she has caused, I am 
given a new opportunity to dialogue with 
her, on a deeper and more intimate level. 

Dr. Laura speaks as a Jew. I respond 
as a Christian. I am mindful that I am far 
from perfect, and have the frequent urge to 
dump on those with whom I don’t agree 
(don’t get me started on the Canadian 
Alliance, for instance...). Yet when I make 
a mistake or offend or hurt someone, I hope 
I’ll be big enough to apologize. And I hope 
that person will have balls enough to 
forgive. Refusing to accept her apology 
makes me as stubborn and intransigent as 
the good doctor. 

So, I accept Dr. Laura’s atonement, 
and warn her to be more cautious 
henceforth in the representation of her 
views, and of how her listeners might 
interpret them. To quote JC, “There will be 
more joy in heaven over one sinner who 
repents than over ninety-nine who don’t 
need to” and “You must forgive seventy 
times seven” times. Well done, Dr. 
Laura—ya got balls. Now let’s move on.

Her father once remarked that she had 
been “inoculated with a phonograph needle.” 
Talk is in her blood and, five days a week, a 
major part of her daily routine. Vicki 
Gabereau recently celebrated the 500th 
episode of her namesake CTV chat program, 
a testiment to the popularity of her 
straightforward, informed and informative 
interview style. Outlooks caught up with her 
recently, to discuss her take on politics, 
patriotism and the business of small talk. 

Outlooks: Congratulations on _ the 
milestone—how does it feel to hit 500? 

Gabereau: It seems like an awful lot, but 
I figure—if you add up what I did on CBC— 
I probably did 10,000! But 500 is a lot on 
television, I suppose; although, think of the 
years that Oprah’s been on, or Front Page 
Challenge has been on. Really and truly it 
seems like a lot—I mostly think it has to do 
with staying alive on television. 

Outlooks: Has it been a case of “time 
flying” because you’re having fun? 

Gabereau: Oh, yes. It’s really great—I 
love doing this show. I thought I wouldn’t 
like television, but I don’t even think of it as 
television; it’s more an amusing parade of 
people. 

Outlooks: Given the current issue of the 
Canada to USS. “brain drain,” would you ever 
consider going south of the 49th if an offer 
were right? 

Gabereau: Oh, I’m too old now! 

Outlooks: Oh, come on! 

Gabereau: No—I am. I wouldn’t do it 
now. 

Outlooks: Would you have done it at 
some point in time? 

Gabereau: It’s hard to say. I’ve been 
offered a couple of jobs in the States: one last 
year in Washington—a show that was going 
to move to L.A. And J just said that I couldn’t 
possibly do it. I couldn’t leave now, I’ve been 
here too long. 

Outlooks: You like where you are? 

Gabereau: I like where I am and I like 
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this country. I think I'd get 
down there and they’d 
hate me in two seconds 
because I’d say, “Well, 
why do you do that?” Or 
“Why do you do this?” I 
don’t know who, say, the 
junior senator from Ohio 
is and I don’t really 
[pauses] care. Jn the same 
way. I grew up with Pierre 
Berton, and if anybody 
could have gone to the 
States in the same capacity 
as, say, Morley Safer, then 
he would have. And he 
didn’t. I always took that 
to heart, what he said 
about that sort of thing 

Outlooks: Vl start 
this question out by 
acknowledging that 
comparisons are odious, 
but: given the fact that you 
deal with both American and Canadian 
guests, do you think that we, as a nation, are 
more enlightened than we’re given credit for? 
A lot of people say, “Oh, Canada doesn’t 
count,” or “Canadians are just Americans 
with funny accents.” 

Gabereau: I think Canadians say that; I 
don’t think other parts of the world say that. I 
think we’re kind of stuck on this; I think we’re 
obsessed with thinking we’re either too much 
American or not American enough. Or that 
they’re better than us. It’s our own problem. 
The rest of the world doesn’t think that—if 
they think of us at all. Really and truly they 
don’t think of us that much, mainly because 
we’re so few in number. And we don’t have 
a particularly distinct accent from Americans, 
and that’s why we get “lumped” in this big 
muddle. 

Outlooks: 1 won’t get into capital “P’ 
politics, but what are your thoughts on the 
current mood in North America? Do you 
think we’ll stay where we are or move more 
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VICKI GABEREAU 


Gabereau: I’m not keen on George 
Bush [Laughs]. Not keen at all. And it’s 
hard to say how he’ll change that country. I 
mean, they’re a bit ‘knee jerk’ down there, 
even more so than here. I would say that the 
Alliance—which is slightly right wing 
[Coughs emphatically]—is considerably 
more left than the Republican Party. 

Outlooks: But what if we find ourselves 
in a situation where we have Stockwell and 
Bush? 

Gabereau: I think it’s unlikely in the 
extreme. 

Outlooks: Do you? 

Gabereau: Well, I think it’s unlikely in 
the extreme right now. I don’t think 
Stockwell Day is going to be elected. Mind 
you, you do live in Alberta! [Laughs] 

[Even though this interview was done in 
advance of the federal election, Gabereau 
was right. Whew!] 

Outlooks: Were you surprised by the 
scope of the grieving for Trudeau, given our 
famous Canadian “reserve’’? 
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Gabereau: No. Not at all. First of all, 
the generation that really grieved was my 
generation. We came of age during his 
regime. We grieve for our own: a mentor, a 
relative—I mean, a lot of people were 
opposed to him, I suppose. When people 
die, you think about your own mortality and 
with him died a certain spirit. Aside from 
being the intriguing man that he was, there 
was a lot of that [sense of loss]. A few 
months ago it would have seemed 
inconceivable that he wouldn’t exist 
anymore. It’s like Bob Hope! 

Outlooks: Are you aware of the size of 
your gay audience? 

Gabereau: No. Not at all. 

Outlooks: Well, it’s considerable. 

Gabereau: Really?! I had no idea. 

Outlooks: Well, you're very 
straightforward; you’re very witty, candid. I 
mentioned to a few people that we were 
doing this interview and they were like, “Oh, 
she’s so cool!” I think people in this 
community really have gotten tired of 
‘doublespeak,’ and they respond to your 
honesty. 

Gabereau: Really? Well, that’s very 
nice to know. A couple of years ago I was 
invited to speak at the gay businesspersons 
association here in Vancouver, at a luncheon, 
and the place was packed. We had a 
screaming time. It was the best—one of the 
best speeches I ever gave, and the audience 
was terrific. But I didn’t think it was 
anything more than the fact that they needed 
a lunch speaker! 

Outlooks: You’re extremely open and 
honest about your opinions on the show— 
are you like that off-screen or is there a 
different Vicki? 

Gabereau: No... I’m really about the 
same. Maybe a bit grumpier! 

Outlooks: Mark Tewksbury told a funny 
story about you when he was lecturing here. 

Gabereau: He did?!

Outlooks: He was talking about when 
he had the big “hair phobia” and— 

Gabereau: Oh! [Laughs] I had my 
hands on his back—he had his shirt on, of 
course—and I said something about my 
friend who had picked up this guy in 
Montreal a million years ago. She had put 
her hands on his back and realized he had a 
hairy back and said, “I’m terribly sorry, 
there’s been a terrible mistake and you’ll 
have to go.” Isn’t that awful?! I told this to 
Mark and I said, “But you have no hair on 
your back?” And he sort of looked, so I 
pulled his shirt back and he had cut it off? 
And I was, like, “What the hell is that?!" And 
he said, “Oh, I’m worried about being 
hirsute.” And I said, “Get over it, Big Boy, 
you’re adorable.” And he’s getting over it, he 
says! 

Outlooks: He must be, to be able to 
share that with a lecture audience. 

Gabereau: To be able to say the things 
that he does—it’s been hard for him. One of 
the greatest things that he told me, the first 
time that I talked to him, was about when he 
came out and how he was just in terror, panic- 
stricken and—really and truly—I couldn’t 
believe how candid he was. Then I told him 
my story about [author and CBC radio host] 
Bill Richardson. Do you know this one? 

Outlooks: No, I don’t think so. 

Gabereau: Well, Bill’s brothers are both 
married and they seemed to be reproducing, 
so he tells himself he can go home and tell his 
parents now, so they won't blame 


themselves, for some bizarre notion. So he 
goes to their house and they say, “What is it 
you’re going to tell us—it’s nothing bad, is 
it?” And Bill says, “No, it’s nothing bad; it’s 
just something I have to tell you and it’s time 
to tell it.’ Well, the family cat jumps up on 
his lap, and he’s patting the cat when he says, 
“Well, here’s the deal: I’m gay.” And the cat 
immediately jumps off his lap and barfs all 
over the living room carpet! Bleah! Bleah! 
Bleah! And his parents just got hysterical; 
they were all rolling on the floor laughing. It 
was just irresistibly funny and they haven’t 
had to speak of it any further. 

Outlooks: [Laughs] Being based in a 
large urban centre, particularly a gay-friendly 
centre like Vancouver, do you sometimes lose 
perspective on things like equal nghts in 
other parts of the country? When I’m down 
in the village, there’s a sense that people have 
no concept that things are not as open 
elsewhere in the country. 

Gabereau: Well, I think you can live in 
any kind of a ghetto that you want. And you 
can ignore the rest of the world—absolutely. 
I think you can ignore the rest of the world. 
That’s why people live in enclaves, so they 
don’t have to be reminded that there’s either 
nastiness or something that they find 
unpalatable out there. 

Outlooks: What can we expect to see in 
the next 500 episodes of Gabereau? 

Gabereau: Oh, Lord! You think we’ll 
do 500? It took three years to do that! I don’t 
know if there will be 500 more—it would be 
nice. I really don’t know.

Dear Friends and Family, 

This year, the missus (aka She Who Must

The most influential man in history 
was an anarchist, an intellectual and a 
rebel. 

In December, the name Jesus pops up. 
A lot. So it’s worth looking at how you 
feel about this guy. He affects your life 
with or without an invitation. Time for a 
small pilgrimage, maybe? Edmonton’s 
Provincial Museum has the perfect 
backdrop for that kind of reflection. 

Anno Domini is an _ inspiring 
installation. Centuries of icons, art and 
illuminated text collide in a collage of the 
many faces of Christ: Poet of the Spirit, 
Mirror of Truth, Prince of Peace, Divine 
Lover, Liberator, Teacher of Common 
Sense. The exhibit chronicles the 
evolution of the mythology by focussing 
on the man through the art, literature and 
thought his life inspired; amazing works 
created not only by the faithful but by 
some anarchists, intellectuals and rebels in 
their own right. 

Surrounded by works of depth and 
extraordinary detail (including a gigantic 
three-panel nude of Jesus in the Garden of 
Gesthemene) and relics and texts from 
twenty centuries, it is easy to see the effect 
Jesus has had on generations of humanity. 
And it’s easy to forget the pain and 
intolerance that occurs at the hands of 
some of his more modern disciples. The 
feelings Christ inspires in this place are a 
far cry from the battle-cries that gays and 
lesbians are normally subjected to in his 
name. Perhaps in order to understand his 
life (and how his message became the 
interpretable law), we need to 
acknowledge his role in all of our lives. 

Now, I don’t mean for you to run to 
the nearest basilica and fall on your knees 
(unless you know something I don’t). 
What I ask is that you recognize his 
influence. Even if you are an avowed 
atheist, realize that his message permeates 
your life in the most subtle ways: from the 
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Golden Rule, to not being able to shop 
full-out on Sundays. Without that 
recognition, that knowledge, one is ill- 
equipped to battle the enemy. 

That enemy isn’t Christ at all but his 
interpreters: the disciples who crow the 
Word of the Son of God without ever 
meeting—let alone knowing—Christ. The 
Son of God, the King of Kings, the Cosmic 
Christ had bigger things on his mind than 
whether or not boys should date one 
another. 

The collection of art and icons is 
stunningly accompanied by quotes from 
sources as diverse as Christ’s believers 
themselves. How heartening to see queer 
poets included, such as W. H. Auden and 
feminist/lesbian poet Adrienne Rich, who, 
in a section titled “The Man Who Belongs 
To The World”, attacks the very role in 
which she (and her sisters) are cast by 
Christianity: 


The passion to make and make and 
make again 

Where such unmaking reigns 

the refusal to be a victim 

We have lived with violence for so 
long 

Am I to go on saying 

For myself, for her 

This is my body 

Take and destroy? 


(Adrienne Rich, “Natural Resources,” 
In The Dream of a Common Language) 


This isn’t merely a Christian history 
we’re in—it belongs to each and every one 
of us. Anno Domini wraps the viewer, the 
disciple and the disbeliever in the warm 
glow of passion. There is no rhetoric here, 
no judgment, no condemnation. Jesus is 
present through his words, which are 
offered without the usual layer of modern 
interference, and through the art he 
inspired. The veneer of righteousness that 
generally assaults the senses is absent.

served community,’ said John Levy, 
LevFam’s president and CEO. “We are 
committed to delivering programming that 
fully represents this growing and vibrant 
sector of our culture.” 

As well as providing a unique reflection 
of gay life on the small screen, PrideVision 
will also offer advertisers a chance to target 
the “pink dollar’ on a community-specific 
broadcast network. As recently demonstrated 
by the resounding failure of the Dr.Laura 
Show, advertising and sponsorship dollars are 
crucial to the survival of any media enterprise. 

Information regarding scheduling, 
programming and availability of PrideVision 
is expected to be released in the new year. 
Outlooks will keep its readers apprised of 
these exciting new developments as material 
becomes available. 

“This is an exciting and historic day for 


Canadian television,” Levy said of 
PrideVision’s birth. We wholeheartedly 
agree.

Lethal amounts of heroin, if not pure 
heroin itself, have turned up in cocaine 
in most major cities across Canada and 
there's no reason to think that the 
prairies should be any exception. A 
word to the wise: look before you leap 
or, in this case, snort. 

Ecstasy, the longterm after-effects 
of which are still being hotly debated, 
also currently ranks as a party drug with 
fatal potential. Ten 'E' consumers in 
Australia have died over the past five 
years, their deaths attributed to an 
additive substance known as 
Paramethoxyamphetamine, or PMA. 
This particular stimulant causes 
convulsions and a gradual burn-out of 
the central nervous system. Once the 
drug has been ingested, there is no 
known method for reversing or halting 
its effects. After several painful hours of 
suffering, death is inevitable. 

According to Health Canada, 
quantities of Ecstasy recently seized in 
Toronto have tested positive for PMA, 
and officials are now on the lookout for 
the deadly substance in both Calgary and 
Edmonton. 

Overdose deaths, primarily due to 
heart and liver failure, have been widely 
reported in association with both

For over fifteen years she's been a savvy 
yet sensible den-mother in the kindergarten 
of enfants terrible known as the fashion 
industry. Fearless and indefatigable, Jeanne 
Beker has conquered this unique world by 
seeking out what her viewers truly want to 
see: namely, the dish behind the dresses and 
the personalities who contribute the most 
spice. 

Fashion Television has grown, since day 
one, in both popularity and the scope of its 
global syndication, making Beker's face, at 


times, as recognizable as the ones on whom 
the spotlight falls. By her own admission, 
Beker is at a point in her life where the term 
"memoir" seems a bit premature, if not 
pretentious. Therefore, her first book, Jeanne 
Unbottled: Adventures in High Style, is more 
an account of her experiences thus far rather 
than a reflection on a life lived. And, by all 
accounts at this point, Beker’s life has truly 
been lived. 

Starting with the early days (Dad made 
novelty slippers adorned with animal faces; 
Jeanne customized her Barbie knock-off into 
a femme fatale), Beker hits the fast-forward 
button and takes us on a whirlwind journey 
through the teen years and early adulthood 
into the present. This book could have been 
called Been There; Done That. From dancing 
onstage in a bikini at the Toronto Pop Festival 
in '69, to behind-the-scenes encounters with 
Linda Evangalistasaurus Rex, Beker delivers 
the goods both in and out of fashion's sphere. 

Jeanne Unbottled, much like Fashion 
Television, succeeds because of the author's 
unique voice, a frank, chatty informality that 
comes across as breezily as a conversation 
with a close friend. Judging from the frantic 
pace that keeps this style shark constantly 
swimming, there are at least eight lives of 
nine left to be lived and shared. Jeanne, we 
hardly knew ye—don't put that stopper back 
in yet.

The Phoenix Lottery, the latest offering 
from Canadian writer Allan Stratton. The 
dull tone of the book’s cover (a __ self- 


portrait of Van Gogh, which figures

prominently in the story) belies the 
colourful and convoluted tale Stratton has 
spun within. 

Ina nutshell (there’s nothing worse than a 
review that “shoots a book’s load” before the 
spine’s even cracked), The Phoenix Lottery 
deals with the imminent death-by-fire of a 
priceless Van Gogh. Correction: the way 
people behave when a priceless Van Gogh is 
threatened with death-by-fire. Spearheaded by 
philanthropist Junior Beamish (who inherited 
the painting from his father, misanthropist 
Edgar Beamish), the book’s namesake lottery 
is a scheme to bring much-needed funds (and 
media attention) to Junior’s foundering charity. 
It is at this point that the trouble—and fun— 
begins, as Beamish the Younger is challenged 
and chased by characters that range from a 
Vatican cardinal and his poltergeistic martyr 
mama, to Beamish Sr.’s ghost and the big boys 
of Bay Street. It’s the restless spirits of the 
living colliding with the even more restless 
spirits of the dead. The whole affair is 
madness—and a whole lot of fun. 

The joy of The Phoenix Lottery comes 
not so much from the complexity of its 
zigzagging plotlines (a tapestry of visions, 
flashbacks, nightmares and actual events) but 
from the deft hand of its author, who 
somehow manages to make it all make sense. 

Stratton’s strength as a writer, regardless 
of medium, is in his ability to bring concision 
to outrageousness, to take his audiences on 
fantastic journeys while managing to keep 
their seat belts securely fastened. For years 
theatre goers have been denied the pleasure of 
experiencing Stratton’s unique ability to 
evoke vivid images through descriptive 
written passages. The butterfly’d pages of 
The Phoenix Lottery at times seem like a 
miniature stage, its characters carousing and 
careering about on the surface of the paper. 
Freed from the practical constraints of theatre 
(budget, a set designer’s vision, an actor’s 
ability to capture a role), Stratton has been 
able to ignite his wildest creative impulses— 
and with pyrotechnic results. 

The Phoenix Lottery is a delightful read, 
one sure to bring a spark to the darkest of 
winter days. Pick it up as a bedside 
companion for the impending flu season, or 
an antidote for your January blues.

Okay, so we are all on election burn- 
out. 


What with an American election. 
that’s dragged on far, far longer than 


Stockwell Day’s version of creation, and 
a Canadian election that’s showcased 
nothing more than the utter venality of 
the average Canadian political animal, 
it’s safe to assume that we’re all fed up 
with the process. 

Add to that a lacklustre civic 
election here in Toronto, and you’ll 
understand why some of us have reached 
the point where the only time we want to 
hear the word ‘election,’ is if it’s on the 
lips of a wildly attractive gentleman of 
Japanese extraction—for, surely, there 
has to be a gay element in the Asian 
Invasion envisioned by Winnipeg’s 
Betty Granger in her mercifully brief 
political career. 

Thanks to the vagaries of the 
publishing business, you’re going to 
know a lot more about the outcome of 
the federal election as you read this, than 
I do as I write it. 

But even though my deadline is a 
few days prior to the election itself, a 
few things seem clear as one looks into 
the crystal ball. 

For instance, Jean Chretien seems 
destined to continue as our Prime 
Minister, and all that remains to be 
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worked out is whether he will head a 
majority or a minority government. 

Either way, however, petit Jean will be 
making a big mistake if he assumes he 
won the popular vote on the basis of his 
personal popularity. Here in Ontario, at 
least, there are a lot more people voting for 
Chretien as a vote against Day than there 
are people voting for Chretien because 
they like his ham-handed style of doing 
politics. 

Another thing that seems pretty easy 
to predict with some degree of certainty is 
that any sort of victory for Chretien is 
going to increase an already precarious 
feeling of alienation amongst voters in the 
West. And that’s too bad. 

Because ultimately, it wasn’t the 
voters in the Maritimes, Ontario or even 
Quebec who dashed the hopes of the 
Alliance Party so much as it was Day and 
his cohorts. They tried their utmost to 
disguise the stench of bigotry emanating 
from the pot the Reform Party left 
simmering on the back burner but, in the 
end, they couldn’t keep a lid on it. 

If it had just been health care, or just 
abortion, or just immigration, or just an 
anti-native sentiment, they might have 
been able to pull it off. But with all of them 
popping up everywhere, it managed to 
paint a pretty accurate picture of the kind 
of Canada the Alliance envisions. Finally, 
watching the Stockster and his gang of 
metry jokesters campaign has turned into 
an experience not unlike watching a 
centipede shoot itself in the feet. 

And, unfortunately, it looks as though 
nothing can be done to spare us from the 
whining of Alliance supporters who claim 
that, in rejecting Stockwell and his vision, 
we have somehow turned anti-Christian. 

Rest assured, however, that amongst 
thinking folk that particular dog just ain’t 
going to hunt. There are very few 
Canadians who will deny anyone the right 
to believe anything they like, but a lot of us 
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stop short of allowing anyone to impose 
his or her beliefs on others. Being pro-gay 
doesn’t mean that one wants the whole 
world to be gay, rather that one believes 
that gays have the same rights as everyone 
else. The whole anti-gay movement would 
be quite happy to turn the clock back and 
buy all of us a return ticket to the closet. 
Pro-choice people don’t believe that 
everyone should have an abortion, just 
those that have made that decision, 
whereas the “Pro-life” crew (and there’s a 
misnomer, if there ever was one) would 
happily deny everyone access to the 
procedure. A nation that embraces 
freedom of religion ultimately embraces a 
certain freedom from religion as well. 
Which may seem like a rather bizarre 


way, come to think of it, to segue into 
wishing all of Outlooks many readers a 
very Merry Christmas and a holiday 
season wrapped in the warmth of 
friendship, community and the love of 
your fellow man (that last one by the way 
you can carry as far as you like). 

And, finally, here’s to a wondrous 
New Year filled with all things good. 

And without an election in sight, it’ll 
certainly be off to a promising start.

{ had never really thought about San 
Diego as a vacation destination until | knew 
that | was headed there for the Golden State 
Gay Rodeo Association’s annual circuit- 
party-with-a-westem-theme, a.k.a. the San 
Diego Rodeo. I started asking people about 
the city and their responses were 
overwhelmingly favourable, with one 
common thread: San Diego is a city to 
explore, truly a gem that has been quiet about 
its fabulousness for a long time. 

The primary gay neighbourhoods in San 
Diego are Hillcrest and Uptown, with the 
beach districts of La Jolla, Ocean Beach, 
Mission Beach, Pacific Beach and Del Mar 
just a drive away. Situated just north of the 
Mexican border, San Diego has a very warm 
climate and, in September, as the air was 
beginning to turn a bit “fresher” in Calgary, it 
was still incredibly warm. When you go, 
pack lots of shorts and tank tops, and make 
sure to bring the sunscreen. The heat can be 
intoxicating, and it doesn’t take long for a 
nasty burn to develop. It’s a lot more humid 
than the prairies, too, which makes the 
margaritas go down very smoothly. Too 
smoothly, even. You have been warned. 


GETTING THERE 

A variety of airlines serve San Diego 
(SDO) with service from Calgary, Edmonton 
and Vancouver, United Airlines, American 
Airlines, Northwest and Horizon all offer 
flights with varying frequency and schedules 
into the San Diego airport. If you would 
prefer to fly into Los Angeles (LAX) and 
drive to San Diego, or if you are making San 
Diego a part of a more extensive itinerary, 
you also have the option of using a charter 


service, such as Canada 3000, which usually ~ 


offers twice-weekly flights from western 
Canadian cities into Los Angeles. 
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San Diego and right on the harbour. You can 
see a lot of the Navy ships (and their precious 
cargo) docked and moving in and out of port 
when driving from the airport to the city. It's 
a very pleasant drive and, on the whole, it’s 
quite easy to get around in San Diego, a nice 
change from other higher-maintenance 
centres like Los Angeles. 

Car rental agencies (including Avis, 
Budget, Hertz, Dollar, National/Tilden and 
Alamo) are all available in the San Diego 
airport, so it’s convenient to pick up a car. 


The bus and trolley systems are also fairly — 


reliable for travel between major 
neighbourhoods. Parking is abundant and 
streets are sensibly laid out and easy to 
navigate. San Diego also has pretty walkable 
neighbourhoods too—especially nice for a 


stroll is the Gaslamp Quarter, around

HOTELS 

Mission Valley Marriott (8757 Rio San 
Diego Drive, 619.209.6638) 

The Mission Valley Marriott was a 
gorgeous establishment that offered great 
tates for rodeo attendees.

The front desk staff was excellent 
and made a huge effort to meet our every 
need, One of the front desk supervisors went 
out of her way to make us feel welcome, and 
told us that the staff wait all year for the 
rodeo to come to town.

Slow Burn Avenue 
Andy Northrup 
Up North publishing

As a person whose musical tastes run 
from Leontyne Price and Lena Home, to 
Marilyn Manson and Eminem, I must admit 
that I approached Andy northrup’s Slow Burn 
Avenue with a bit of trepidation. 
Trepidation—but not prejudice. 

Best known on the Fringe/Folkfest 
circuit, Northrup ranks as one of Canada’s 
most prominent openly gay indie 
singer/songwriters, sharing this distinction 
with super-nova Maritimer Rufus Wainright. 
Northrup recently performed at Edmonton’s 
Loud ‘N’ Queer festival, a favourite annual 
reunion venue for both the artist and his fans 
in Alberta’s capital city. 

With Slow Burn Avenue, his debut CD, 
Northrup is seeking to expand the scope of his 
core audience. And there is no reason to 
expect that he won’t succeed.- With 
thoughtful, folksy lyrics and tight musical 
performances, this album crosses a number of 
genre boundaries smoothly and successfully. 
The opening cut, One Another, is musically 
reminiscent of early Pretenders, while The 
Moment That You Know “hops on pop” and 
bounces along through to its final bars. 

Lyrically, Northrup tackles such issues as 
prostitution (the title track), family strife and 
homophobia, in a manner that avoids the 
whiner/preacher/armchair philosopher trap so 
easily sprung by the heavy hands of other 
“social” artists. This great passage from 
Conspiracy exemplifies the songwriter’s 
simple and sly approach to getting the point 
across: 

My neo-fascist paper boy, swastika on 
display 

Says he resents his regiment and now hes 
being swayed 

By power fags and bull dyke hags that 
infiltrate his head 

Apparently he's unaware who helps me make 
my bed 

All too often, the musical styles laid 
claim to by the gay community are limited to 
opera, show-tunes, disco and trash-pop. Andy 
Northrup’s Slow Burn Avenue proves that 
there can be nutritional value in “ear candy.” 
He’s Bruce Springsteen with ‘fag’ on his t- 


shirt; Bob Dylan with an shrunken 
hypothalamus. All I know is that I’ve been 
converted: even on first listening, this CD got 
my head bobbing like one of those spring- 
necked animals that reside on the dashboards 
of taxis. And they say gays don’t prothsletize! 
Congratulations, Mr.Northrup.

Let me start by saying that Northrup’s 
CD, despite its excellence, has not gone so far 
as to make me a hardcore fan of folk music. 
Roch Voisine’s Christmas is Calling has 
confirmed that. 

I have always maintained that our man 


Roch was the John Denver of the ‘90s. Now, 
as we’re heading into 2001, this has been 
confirmed—and made more clear than ever 
before. How can a boy raised in a fabulously 
kitsch red/turquoise/cocoa-decorated home 
(complete with an all-silver Christmas tree, as 
the liner photos attest) grow up to be so 
boring? 

With the possible exception of two 
“brisker” song selections—and obvious 
differences in lyrics—all the cuts on the 
album sound about the same. Even a 
traditionally up-tempo selection, like Sleigh 
Ride, plods along at such a morphine pace, it 
makes Roch Voisine seem the tortoise to Perry 
Como’s hare. 

As well, strangely, Voisine’s voice bears 
more than passing resemblance to the 
unmistakable stylings of another Canadian 
icon: Anne Murray. Yeesh, honey—isn’t one 
enough?! In terms of imitation being the 
sincerest form of flattery, Voisine would have 
been further ahead had he modeled his 
performance on Charlie Farquarson. Doing 
karaoke. Drunk. 

All this said, the offensiveness of 
Christmas is Calling comes mainly from its 
unrelenting banality. This is the perfect CD to 
play if your parents are coming over or you 
land a holiday gig at a seniors residence. If 
you find “easy listening” easy to take— 
particularly during the festive season—this 
album may be just right for you.

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Allan Stratton: a sense of irony

While he was on a promotional tour 
for his latest book in Calgary recently, 
actor/playwright/author/teacher Allan 
Stratton managed to fit in a bit of time to 
chat with Outlooks about life as a 
Renaissance man. 


Outlooks: In moving from being a 
playwright to being a novelist, what 
differences have you found there to be in 
the style of your work? 

Stratton: Theatre is the art of 
concision, of making things absolutely 
tight, and fiction is the art of digression, 
being able to go with the ideas, the 
anecdotes, sidebars—all the things you 
can’t really do in theatre. The novel 
actually started out as a play, with six 
characters and one set. I didn’t have it 
quite right when I wrote it, so I set it aside 
for a while—and then IJ started thinking 
about the characters “back” stories. As 
those agrews) lua wentmy fromm six 
characters/one set, to a story which, as 
you know, takes us from post-war Mafia 
hits in southern Italy to post-millennium 
Vatican intrigue by way of the Cuban 
revolution; Bay Street back-stabs to 
séances on Baffin Island. I really had fun, 
as a playwright writing this, because I 
wasn’t having to worry about the cost of 
sets, costumes or actors. I really enjoyed 
the [pauses] /uxury of all that. 

Outlooks: Do you think you have an 
advantage as a playwright, making the 
dialogue and characters come to life? 

Stratton: Well, I think that dialogue 
is very handy and it expresses characters 
so well. I certainly think that having had 
a lot of background in theatre is very 
useful. I tend to be a narrative writer, and 
one of the things that I like about fiction 
is that it really does lend itself to that 
particular strength. I like, too, the idea 


that you have to be completely absent in a 
play—you can speak through your 
characters—but, in a novel, the narrator 
can stand outside and observe. There’s 
more range. For example, you can 
describe the setting exactly as you want 
it, as opposed to how the set designer 
might choose to present it. 

Outlooks: This book of yours, The 
Phoenix Lottery, is a romp, and you 
should either be locked up or given some 
sort of award for taking all those wild 
threads and weaving them into a coherent 
story line. Where did the inspiration 
come from? 

Stratton: Actually, it was a dream. I 
was in my early forties and going through 
this thing of wondering, “What’s the 
point of life?” ‘“What’s the point of the 
arts?” ‘‘What’s the point of life in the 
arts?” I went to bed one night and woke 
up in the morning with this image of 
terrorists holding a Van Gogh for ransom. 
They were actually in the process of 
burning it. I had this image of the 
burning Van Gogh self-portrait, and I was 
working out the nature of the destruction 
of art and the purpose of art. This then 
led me to the novel and the play. I like to 
joke that I don’t know if this came about 
because of something I ate or because of 
a mid-life crisis! 

Outlooks: Whatever the cause, it’s 
certainly worked! 

Stratton: Well, as I said, I began the 
play and then set it aside for a while, and 
the novel developed out of exploring the 
“back” stories of the characters. For 
example, Kitty (Jr. Beamish’s boozing, 
pill-popping mother) operates like one of 
those Ronnie Burkett marionettes. She’s 
got this low, husky voice—from her 
trademark scotch and _  Cigarillos, 
tempered by a hint of Demerol—and she 
and the Alzheimer’d grandmother, 
Althea, just “arrived” as I wrote. I had a 
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fairly solid structure going in, but I found 
as I worked on it that there would be 
whole sections I realized I didn’t need. 
They would be cut—and as characters 
came alive, they would demand more 
attention. 
narrative. 


Much of that re-shaped the 


Outlooks: In this book, and with 
some of your plays—Nurse Jane Goes to 
Hawaii, for example—there is a great 
sense of camp. Is this something you 
enjoy playing with? 

Stratton: Yes—I write the kind of 
plays and books that I would enjoy seeing 
or reading. I always think of my audience 
or readers as friends that I’m sharing a 
story with and having a good time with. I 
think that camp really does define the true 
nature of life because in life there are all 
these lids that are put on things, and in my 
plays all the lids are exploded off. It’s a 
bunch of “ids” running around the stage, 
rather than people controlled or 
contained. Situations are created where 
people’s buttons get pressed and things 
are firing off in all directions. And I tend 
to believe in a kind of chaos theory about 
life. 

Outlooks: Madness rules? 

Stratton: It can. It’s a very similar 
thing with farce, too, and there are farcial 
elements in the novel. Farce is another 
thing that defines us right now. The key

to farce is that your central character is 
suddenly dealing with forces or 
individuals over which he or she has 
absolutely no control. And the more that 
person tries to assert themselves on the 
situation, the greater the countervailing 
forces become. It’s always a struggle for 
these people to maintain themselves and 
maintain a sense of dignity and decorum 
in the face of complete social collapse. I 
think if we look at life, whether we’re 
talking about big business or big 
government or the various forces out 
there that want to impinge on our lives— 
all of the Stockwell Days out there who 
want to say, ““You can do this; you can’t 
do that”—we really do feel as if we are at 
the mercy of forces beyond our control. 
And we are always trying to assert 
ourselves in the face of that. The nature 
and form of farce follows its function. 
Outlooks: In terms of a camp 
sensibility—or gay humour, even—is 
there an “ownership” to all of that? 
Stratton: When you say “camp” 
sensibility, I would enlarge it to an ironic 
sensibility. And it’s a sensibility that’s 
attuned to what’s actually happening, the 
gap between what’s actually happening 
and what we think is happening. I think 
the gay and lesbian community— 
particularly in my generation, but even 
today—grows up observing social rules, 
observing social masks, what parts people 
are expected to play. How to pass for 
straight in high school when to do 
otherwise could possibly get you killed, 
emotionally or sometimes literally. You 
become very aware of masks as you grow 
up gay and the differences between what 
people think and what people say. 
Humour is a survival mechanism: being 
able to laugh, to recognize what is 
happening in society and to see the joke 
and the hypocrisy of it all. In satire, irony 
is used to attack the pompous, the 
hypocritical and the powerful—and it 
usually comes from people who are either 
observing from the sideline or siding with 
the dispossessed. I should say, observing 
the powerful and mocking, because once 
power is mocked and made laughable, it 
no longer has quite the same impact as it 
previously had. Nobody wants to be 
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made mock of, and because they take 
themselves so seriously, politicians are 
particularly ripe fodder for humour. 
Camp is obviously a term we use within 
the gay community, but it’s an expression 
of the larger force, which is an ironic 
disposition. Irony comes with the 
territory if you’re from a segment of 
society that is without significant power. 

Outlooks: You mentioned politicians 
and humour—any thoughts on Stockwell 
Day? 

Stratton: Well, Day has projected 
such a moderate image in the rest of the 
country, it’s just... blech! I think that 
three percent thing has really blown his 
cover. This guy is a used car salesman: 
looks good, sounds good, blah, blah, blah. 
Did you see the footage [Day on a Sea- 
doo] of him riding away?! [Laughs] The 
enema of the people! I’ve heard here that 
everyone understands that he’s a right- 
wing wing-nut. How it is it that Alberta 
can vote for him? There’s no way that he 
could be in Parliament for four years and 
keep a lid on things; I think his true 
colours will show under scrutiny. 

Outlooks: We've spoken of a camp, 
or ironic, sensibility; what about a 
Canadian one? 

Stratton: I think there is a Canadian 
sensibility—sensibilities plural, actually. 
In terms of what we were saying about 
camp and irony, Canadians, being 
relatively powerless vis-a-vis the United 
States, have a very keen sense of irony 
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because we're able to see _ the 
preposterousness and the pretensions of 
the “powerful” to our south. That makes 
us very keen social observers. Whether 
it’s Kids In The Hall, SCTV, or all of 
those from Canada who have joined 
Saturday Night Live, our people bring that 
sense to the table. I think it’s one of the 
Canadian sensibilities. I think there’s a 
strong lyrical one, as well. 

Outlooks: For people out there who 
may wish to take a chance on a writing 
career, do you have any advice in terms of 
dedication, longevity, fulfillment—what 
have been the keys for you? 

Stratton: You have to do what you 
absolutely care about. It has to be 
something you want to do desperately, 
more than anything else, and you have to 
be interested in doing it for its sake alone. 
You can’t be in it for glory, you can’t be 
in it for money. You have to be in it 
because you enjoy it. Because there’s 
nothing else you’d rather be doing. And 
then, hope that there are others that share 
your sensibilities and your tastes; others 
that will pick up on the work and enjoy it, 
spread the news about it and all that. I 
think there’s as much luck as talent in any 
success, so people need to be aware that 
things may not go as they would want. 
But they must always keep in the back of 
their mind that the reason they are doing 
what they are doing is not self- 
aggrandizement but sharing and giving to 
an audience something—their work—that 
they love. 
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Behind the bubbles: SoapStuds

Nothing quite matches a catchy name in 
the world of business or in the world of art. 
Ask any of the aspiring playwrights who 
launch new productions every year at the 
Edmonton Fringe Festival how important a 
catchy name is for drawing an audience, and 
you'll get a litany of outrageous and 
attention-getting play titles: Die-Nasty, The 
Tit Show, Tranny Get Your Gun... 

And so it goes for two new 
entrepreneurs on the Alberta business scene, 
Matthew Alexander and Daren Kavich— 
better known as the soap and personal care 
product-makers SoapStuds. When the two 
Edmontonians attended their first business 
fair 

This past February their trade name 
drew attention, not to mention a 
considerable number of amused retailers 
and consumers. But ultimately, a name only 
has staying power if the products behind it 
also keep the consumer hooked. And based 
on SoapStud’s rising orders—for such 
inventive soaps brands as Cranberry Lava 
and Mulled Wine—customers and retailers 
not just in Alberta and Canada but in the 
United States and internationally are hooked 
indeed. 

Begun in 1997 as a hobby, SoapStuds 
became something more very quickly, when 
Kavich and Alexander discovered their 
friends and acquaintances had the desire to 
purchase products, rather than just receive 
them as gifts. And so the business has 
grown, both in direct-to-the-consumer sales 
and wholesale distribution across the 
continent. SoapStuds still operates 
intimately out of the couple’s basement (all 
products, including soaps, lip balms and 
shaving lotion, are handmade with natural 
ingredients), but it has a well-established e- 
business site as well. Outlooks spoke to the 
studs about their current business and the 
possibilities that lay ahead. 
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Outlooks: The business of soap and 
body products is pretty competitive—what 
made you decide to enter it? 

Alexander: Well, when we started 
actually making soap we weren’t doing it 
with a business in mind. We just discovered 
this new product out there—the decorative 
soaps and the glycerin soaps—and we 
thought, “Wow, this would be really great to 
make ourselves.” So we started to 
experiment and bought some books to teach 
ourselves. It was a gradual progression. 

Outlooks: So you did it for yourselves? 

Alexander; Yeah. We were giving 
soap to our friends and family and, as we 
started getting better, they actually got 
interested in buying it [Laughs]. It’s been 
gradual. 

Outlooks: So how do you make the 
leap, then, from something that was more or 
less a hobby, to a business where you 
actually sell things wholesale? 

Alexander: Well, things took time to 
learn. One thing that was really important 
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for us was to find good wholesale suppliers 
to provide the materials to make soap, 
because when you’re buying stuff at a 
smaller level—for example, if you go to a 
retail store and you buy a little bottle of 
essential oil, you can pay anywhere from 
five to fifteen dollars for a tablespoon— 
well, to make soap products would be 
incredibly expensive. You have to buy 
products in bulk from a wholesale supplier, 
and we have a couple of very good 
suppliers for the essential oils and 
fragrances that we work with. We’re now 
buying most of these things in one-litre 
sizes. It’s a gradual progression, because 
when you’re really small—and for the most 
part we still are a small business—you have 
to grow gradually. Before it was, “Well, 
what can we afford?” Then, gradually, the 
sizes increased. It was just a year ago that 
we decided to start making our soap in 
wooden block form. 

Kavich: In kilogram blocks. 

Alexander: Now we’re making them 
more on par with other wholesale 
companies. We can produce more soaps 
faster. We have wholesale customers: that 
will order in blocks, but we do retail on the 
side for ourselves, so we can cut it up into 


smaller pieces for Internet orders, as well. 
There are three different markets here: 
wholesale customers pretty much across 
Canada, our weekend thing we do 
downtown at the Paris Market, and then the 
Internet. 

Outlooks: So can individuals place 
orders at your Internet site? 

Kavich: Yes, for sure. But the Internet 
site is really based more on U.S. orders. 

Alexander: Though, you know Daren, 
the way you have our soap priced on the 
website, it’s equivalent to how it’s priced in 
Canada. 

Kavich: Yes, it is. But ninety-nine 
precent of the orders on the Internet are 
from the States. People from the U.S. seem 
more willing to give their credit card 
number over the ‘net than Canadians. 

Outlooks: But how do you distribute 
knowledge about the company? How do 
you get word out? 

Alexander: One of our first wholesale 
customers was here in Edmonton. We 
knew of the store and just decided, hey, why 
don’t we just go-and talk to them? We 
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didn’t know too much about anything at 
that point! [Laughs] But we set up a 
meeting and she’s still a customer of ours 
today—she just placed a big order the other 
day. We had also heard about the Alberta 
Gift Show—it’s a huge retail and wholesale 
show and all the industry goes to it. 
February of this year was our first show and 
we got a lot of customers from there, a lot 
of exposure. One thing that has really 
amazed us is just our name recognition and 
reactions. When people hear our names 
they say, “That’s hilarious!” 

Outlooks: Well, there’s a lot in a name. 

Alexander: Oh, totally. Personally, at 
one point, I wanted to change the name just 
because I didn’t want us to be potentially 
hurt by any gay connotations. 

Kavich: And I was pretty adamant 
against changing the name [Laughs]. Very 
adamant. 

Alexander: And the next show was 
even better forus. After that, we looked at 
the response that we got from different 
retailers and what their needs were. A lot of 
retailers wanted different kinds of options, 
say wanting an option to buy smaller 
quantities of each kind of soap, rather than 
a big block. So we came up with a variety 
pack—in August—and had a big response 
to that. Also, cutting and wrapping was a 
big issue with a lot of people—so when we 
first walked in we said, “This is what we 
do,” but then you realize you have to do 


things to please the customer. 

Kavich: Actually, our first order was 
for a wedding, and then another order after 
that required us to develop cutting and 
finishing; but after those two orders we said 
to ourselves, “Never again.” We wanted to 
move more to the wholesale blocks. Now 
we find ourselves coming back to the 
cutting and finishing again. We’ve made 
progress: we saw what was needed out 
there and it took us back to square one! 

Outlooks: What makes your products 
different from other soap products. 

Alexander: You want to answer that 
one? 

Kavich: We treat our soap like art; 
that’s basically what it comes down to. We 
approach it as an art piece and everything is 
handmade and we do things similarly from 
one block to the next. But if you cut a slice 
off from one block to another it’s just a little 
bit different every time. 

Alexander: Even from batch to batch 
the colour is not always the same. We could 
be really anal and decide we’re going to put 
exactly this many drops in, or exactly that 
many. But to us that’s not the point. I think 
people are so of product that has no 
personality and substance to it. To have 
something that has been formed by hand is 
very special in this day and age. Our stuff 
is art and we don’t use detergents or any 
animal products or harsh chemicals, so 
we’re very conscious of that as well. We 
use real oils—not artificial emulsifiers— 
and everything that we do use is vegetable- 
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based. There are some vegetable-based 
products that are just so hugely expensive 
that it doesn’t make sense to make the 
product. 

Kavich: One good example is bubble 
bath. People don’t realize that to make that 
nice foam requires detergent—it’s 
synthetic. I found recipes for making a 
bubble bath, and it bubbles right away, but 
after a few minutes it’s gone. And we have 
found some naturally derived foaming 
agents, but they are so expensive. 
Eventually we'd like to have a bubble bath 
product, but— 

Alexander: | think once we get bigger 
and are doing much more—once we 
increase the U.S. market—then we’ll be 
able to afford to buy those sorts of 
ingredients in a larger volume, so the price 
per unit basis will be less. But we’re still a 
small business: I have a full-time job and 
Daren goes to school part time. 

Outlooks: Is there anything about your 
products in particular that would make 
them appealing to a gay or lesbian 
consumer? 

Alexander: I guess really our product 
would appeal to anyone; it really just 
depends on the individual. But I think that 
we do very creative things—and if you’re 
going to go with the stereotype that gay 
people appreciate creativity and art and 
fashion—then I think that makes people 
respond. But definitely, from what we’ve 
seen so far in terms of the wholesale, we 
generally deal with women. I think certain 
things tend to be more male or female 
oriented, rather than gay or straight, and I 
do think that our products are really more of 
interest to women. 

Kavich: Heterosexual men tend not to 
go into soap places! 

Outlooks: They often like to get it as a 
gift, but... 

Kavich: Yes. But at the Paris market

downtown [in Edmonton, just down from 
the Roost on the comer of 104th and 104th] 
we do tend to see a lot of gay men. It’s open 
on both Saturdays and Sundays, and we do 
quite well. 

Outlooks: One final question: what’s 
planned for the future? 

Kavich: Immediate—well, we’re 
working the February Alberta Gift Show 
again, and after that we’re hoping to see 
how far we can go internationally. We have 
an international client who is supposed to 
be dropping by this month. 

Outlooks: Is it a distributor? 

Alexander: We actually met them at 
the August gift show, and they’re from 
Thailand. They make silk boxes, so it 
works really well with our soap because it’s 
very decorative, and our soap also has raw 
silk in it. They sell their products to a store 
in Bangkok, and they’re selling our soap in 
their boxes. They’re also going to be 
opening a store where they live in Thailand, 
and then they plan to distribute to a store in 
Singapore, probably next year. That has a 
lot of potential, because it’s such a big 
market and western Canada is a pretty small 
market. In terms of other goals, we would 
really like to branch out more into eastern 
Canada and into the U.S.—New York, LA. 
We’ll go to the wholesale shows there to 
broaden our base. 

Kavich: And I think it’s going to 
happen. 

Alexander: It’s just a matter of time.

The Men’s Project couldn’t operate 
without the help of our skilled and 
hardworking volunteers, so this month we 
would like to salute all those who assist the 
Men’s Project, as well as profile a few that 
have come forward to talk about why they 
got involved. 


Volunteer voices 


struggled through college, married, for 
almost six years. We had two beautiful 
children. Ending that relationship was the 
best thing I ever did, but also the most 
difficult. Those years have given me a bit of 
insight. I had worked on my psychology 
degree and had made great progress with my 
career. I was a social worker for seven years 
and spent four of those years teaching at the 
university. The entire process helped me build 
my self-esteem. That was what I needed to 
come out. It was a struggle with family, co- 
workers and friends. I felt like a failure and

Al has been volunteering for a year now 
and, along with our other dedicated 
volunteers, has been instrumental in making 
the Men’s Group a success. This is what he 
has to say about the experience: 

As we step into this new millennium of 
high-tech life, there are many challenges that 
we meet. Yours may be more complex than 
mine; each one is unique. But the one fact 
remains: we all need the support of friends, at 
least now and then. 

That is what led me to volunteer as a 
counselor. I had been through a lot in the first 
twenty-four years of my life. Growing up on a 
ranch in the mid-western U.S. and 
graduating from a small rural school were 
Just two of the many restrictions imposed 
upon me by my surroundings. I knew I was 
different by the time I was ten. Growing up in 
a strict religious family made it difficult to 
discuss personal things, such as your body or 
sex. I grew up with a lot of inner turmoil. By 
adolescence, it was eating me up. I followed 
the family traditions and, just out of high 
school, I married. It was a combination of 
trying to separate myself from my attraction 
to guys and to get away from home. I

didnt want to hurt anyone in order to be 
myself. 

In 1995 I helped form a mens peer 
support group. I met a lot of people and saw 
many people break through the struggles they 
were facing. It was a rewarding experience to 
help others, to be able to relate things that had 
happened to me. That group is still serving the 
public today in many different areas, such as 
youth, and men’s and women’ support 
groups. 

Coming to grips with the fact that I was a 
gay parent was a huge struggle for me. I felt 
as though I had failed at being a husband, a 
father and the example I was supposed to be. 
I struggled with my own spirituality and 
questioned my every decision. But the more 
time I spent with people who accepted me, the 
better perspective I had on life. I am a firm 
believer in the fact that our life's experiences 
help mould who we are as people. How we 
handle these experiences can make us weak 
or make us strong. Becoming secure in who 
we are makes our lives much more enjoyable 
and successful. 

When I moved to Calgary in April of 
1999 I began looking at the agencies and 


groups here. I was pleased to find such a great 
network of support here in the city and signed 
up as a volunteer for GLCSA. That is when I 
met Collin Smith of The Men’ Project. We 
began discussing the need for a peer support 
group for men, and Collin said he knew others 
who were interested in volunteering to 
facilitate such a group. With the help of 
GLCSA and The Men’ Project, we formed 
“The Men's Group,” a peer support group for 
men questioning their sexuality, and /or 
needing a safe place to discuss their feelings 
about whatever affects their lives. We meet 
every Monday night at 7pm, upstairs at 
Money-Pennies Eatery & Bar. Drop by if 
you'd like. We would be pleased to have you! 

Words for thought: 

Work like you don t need the money, 

Love like you have never been hurt, 

And dance like no one is watching! 

Andrew has been a volunteer with 
GLCSA for a couple of years and began 
working with Al and our other volunteers on 
the Men’s Group last spring. For him, 
volunteering is a way of meeting people and 
he now wants to help others who are new to 
the city or to the community. These are his 
thoughts on being part of the community: 

When I first relocated to Calgary two- 
and-a-half years ago, I arrived not knowing 
anyone socially in the city. One of the 
challenges facing any one of us in this 
situation is how to meet people and make 
friends in new surroundings. The warmest 
reception I received at that time was from the 
GLCSA, when I contacted them for some 
information about which groups exist in 
Calgary. The volunteers were helpful, 
answered my questions and also passed on a 
few ideas I hadnt thought of. They were also 
looking for more people to man the phone 
lines and then, after reassurances that 
professional training was not required and 
that my experiences in other areas would be 
helpful I gave it a try. 

More than two years later, the enjoyment 
of participating still remains strong. Meeting 
a wide range of people from all aspects of life, 
both from within the volunteer organizations 
and from those who use our services, is a 
great reward. Being able to share 
experiences, both good and bad, or even just 
listen to others always helps put a different 
perspective on your own thoughts. Another 
benefit is to be able to keep up to date on 
whats going on in the gay & lesbian 
community in Calgary. I’m constantly amazed 
by how much we can accomplish in this city as 
individuals or as groups, when the need is 
there. The sense of community you get from 
being involved is tremendous.

Remember when Pat Boone recorded a 
heavy metal album? William Shatner’s ill- 
advised stint as a pop star? Years from now 
people may well look back on Christina 
Aguilera’s My Kind of Christmas in much 
the same light. 

There is absolutely nothing misleading 
about the the title of this CD—the velvet- 
voiced vixen has put her stamp on both 
new material and some holiday classics 
(including Angels We Have Heard on 
High, Oh, Holy Night and Have Yourself a 
Merry Little Christmas). Whether or not 
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she should have is a separate issue entirely. 

The problem with My Kind of 
Christmas is the fact that people who like 
Christmas music are generally not the kind 
of people who like Christina Aguilera 
music—and vice-versa. And what this 
essentially is—complete with vocal 
noodling and soaring, held notes—is a 
Christina Aguilera CD that just happens to 
feature lyrics suited to the festive season. 

Call me a cynic, but somehow I don’t 
think a synth-pop re-working of the phrase 
“in excelsis deo” will rank up there on the 
list of holiday traditions with egg nog and 
sleigh bells. This is not to say that Ms A 
doesn’t shine like old Saint Nick’s cherry 
nose—she does. Unlike others in the 
bubblegum diva league, Aguilera has a 
voice and she knows how to use it. Oh, 
Holy Night (a real “goosebumper’”) is a 
testament to this, although it features killer 
musicians and a gospel choir, which 
doesn’t hurt much, either. Then again, do 
we really need a soulful rendition of Auld 
Lang Syne at the start of Merry Christmas, 
Baby to make our season bright?
